T he m ean daily excess in 
tem perature av eraged slightly abov e 
norm al. P recipitation was insufficient 
in the northern half of th e state. 
W hile plowing and husktng were re­ 
tard ;d in th e southern counties on 
aco Lint of th e wet condition of the 
soil, in the other sections farm ing 
operations were prosecuted w ith but 
few interruptions. 
W heat m aintains an exceptionally 
fine condition, an adv erse report being 
the exception. 
Some correspondents 
report the best outlook in years. The 
plant, 
w ith am ple 
m oisture 
and 
fav orable tem perature conditions, has 
attained good grow th, is showing a 
good stand, has stooled well, and a l­ 
together v igorous and healthy, being 
in good condition to w ithstand the 
rigors ofw inter. Rye is generally show 
ing well. 
Except In th e southern countries, 
Ideal w eather conditions hav e obtain­ 
ed for th e husking and cribbing of 
oorn. 
In th e oentral and northern 
districts ithe crop is m ostly gathered. 
T he yield is generally satisfactory, a l­ 
though not com ing up to early expec­ 
tations in some instances, and the 
quality is mostly of high order; a 
noticeable feature of this year’s orop 
Is th e fine, m atured condition of th e 
grain, being m arketable, in m ost In­ 
stances, as soon as gathered. 
Pastures are generally good for th e 
season and 
are afferding food for 
stock. 
T he healthy condition of liv e 
stock is generally rem arked. 
Spora­ 
dic cases of swine plague are reported 
in Monroe and Fulton oounties 
A v ery lig h t apple crop has been 
gathered, but the results, w ithout 
exceptions, are disappointing. 
The 
yield is v ery sm all and th e quality of 
the fruit v ery inferior. 
A fair crop of potatoes was secured 
but com plaints of rotting are receiv ed 
from some sections.

the amount of work that bo far it has 
been possible to g et out of either, 
counting days lost through laziness as 
well as sickness, the average cost of 
each black laborer, who Is paid 80 cents 
gold, compared with the cost of similar 
labor in the United States, Is $ 5 gold 
a day. 
When It Is considered that 30,- 
000 laborers may be necessary to build 
the canal, to wbicli must be added the 
cost of a high salaried chairman and 
commission in Washington and of the 
two 
great 
administrative 
establish­ 
ments there and on the Isthmus and 
the expense of sanitation and the re­ 
construction and rebuilding of Panama 
for the Pannmans, it will be seen that 
labor In the ditch has got to be reduced 
It isn't, however, the price paid for 
labor, but the quality of it, that enters 
Into the calculations of the canal build­ 
ers. Doubling the pay of the J amaican 
or Martinique negro would only make 
him w ork ha if as long each week. 
They are like the Panamans in that 
respect. 
Formerly the fishermen hero 
made about *3 a week. 
The price of 
fish has doubled. 
Has the fisherman 
doubled his income? 
Not a bit of it. 
Three dollars is all he needs to live on, 
and he can see no sense in working 
more than three days when he makes 
as much as he used to receive when 
he worked six. 
The same philosophy 
prevails among the negroes of the zone. 
Eighty cents a day is about twice as 
much as they got at home, and there­ 
fore three da ys Is long enough to work 
at a time. 
The result is that no fore­ 
man can tell how' many of his gang 
will be at work on any one day. 
It is 
sa fe to say that not more than half 
of the laborers so far brought here are 
at work every day. 
While the chief engineer w ill not talk 
on the subject, it is quite certain he has 
represented to the commission that a 
change must be made from the labor 
now in use. 
Lie Is believed to be in 
favor of having the canal dug by Chi­ 
nese coolies, and it is reported that a 
labor agent at Canton has received an 
order to send several hundreds of Chi­ 
namen to the isthmus. 
The employ­ 
ment of Italians, Hungarians and Poles 
in large numbers has been urged, but it 
has been decided they would not stand 
the climate so well as the Chinamen. 
, 
Negroes from the States, It is urged 
by many, would do more work with 
less sickness tlmn all the others. It is 
advanced that they built the Missis­ 
sippi jetties and do similar work in 
the southern states, where conditions, 
according to many judges, are worse 
than at Panama. 
It is said the diffl- 
1 culty of making a sufficient number of 
, southern negroes l>elieve this would 
make the effort to engage them a waste 
of time. 
If the Chinamen do well they 
will replace the W est Indian negroes 
j now a t -work. 
In the meantime the ne­ 
groes are leaving almost as fast as 
! others can be brought to the isthmus. 
« To make them happier the commission 
I decided to provide them with wives 
( and sweethearts. 
The first shipload of 
women from Martinique arrived re- 
i eently and 
was quickly distributed 
along the zone. 
The women were wel- 
j corned by the American families, for 
* until they might set up housekeeping 
i it was thought they would make excel­ 
lent cooks and general servants. They 
did not work very long. 
Most of the 
first shipment soon found mates. 
It was regretted by Dr. Bartlett and 
staff that Secretary Ta ft did not visit 
the well kept camp a t Mfraflores and 
see how the most unfortunate of all the 
canal employees are cared for. 
In­ 
sanity among them is gradually In­ 
creasing, but not a t an alarming rate. 
There are thirty who have to be re­ 
strained, all but two of whom are ne­ 
groes. 
Near by them are fourteen lepers, 
also negroes, who soon will be sent to 
an Island 
down the Pacific coast. 


A d o r n m e n t o i G ro u n d » A b o n t U n io n 
S ta t io n In W n n h in a to n . 
The selection of trees for the new 
union station plaza at Washington is 
being considered with great interest 
by Engineer Commissioner Biddle, by 
Superintendent of Parking Lanhan and 
other Washington officials, and many 
novel features have been incident to 
the quest, says the W ashington Star. 
Because it Lias been determined to 
make of the plaza a formal entrance 
way to the great station, the engineer 
departmeat has decided that the trees 
to be planted must be symmetrical In 
form and of a kind likely to grow 
evenly. 
It Is also stated as desirable 
that the trees be of a variety which 
keeps Its leaves as la te a s possible in 
the fall. 
Looking to the attainment of these 
several ends the search for a desirable 
species of tree has narrowed down in 
passing weeks to the red oak and the 
pin oak, both of which have been found 
to meet the requirements a s to regular­ 
ity of form aud .size. 
The final test 
of each Is now progressing, the super­ 
intendent of parking wa tching careful­ 
ly to see which variety of tree holds 
its foliage the longer. 
It Is stated us 
most likely that the pin oak will be 
the one chosen, but this will not be 
finally determined until the question 
of lea ves is settled. 
Probably the longest rows of pin 
oaks in Washington are on Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue southeast, ea st of Elev­ 
enth street. 
West of Eleventh street 
on the same thoroughfare are red oaks. 
In investigating the “ habits” of the 
various kinds of trees it has been 
found that the da tes of dropping leaves 
In different trees of the same vari­ 
ety are not a lwa ys the same. 
Some­ 
times this is noticed in only one tree 
in a long row being different from its 
fellows. 
After the variety of tree to 
tie planted has been selected great care 
will be taken in going over the nursery 
stock, so that uniformity in every fea ­ 
ture may, as nearly as possible, be se­ 
cured. Altogether it is estimated about 
150 trees will be required for planting 
on the union station plaza. 
Aside from the variety of trees to be 
planted, fills scheme is expected to go 
into such details as the selection of 
shrubs and flowers and flower beds. 


A u to E a g rlneering r S ch o o l. 
It is announced at Purdue university 
in Indiana that a school of automobile 
engineering, the first of its kind in tbe 
United States, will be established with­ 
in a few months at tbe local institu­ 
tion and receive the support of nearly 
every automobile manufacturer of Im­ 
portance In the United States, sa ys a 
special dispatch from Lafayette, Ind., 
to the Cincinnati Enquirer.

LAMPS THAT ARE CLOCKS. 


T b ey W e r e C o m m o n ly I’se d In 11» * 
S e v e n t e e n t h C e n tu r y . 
Of the various examples that have 
been given of early specimens of the 
dockmaker’s art not the least interest­ 
ing tire the several types of lamp 
clocks. 
One of these was of a kinfi 
quite common in the seventeenth cen­ 
tury uud consisted of a lamp burnef 
placed at the base of a glass oil re­ 
ceptacle mounted vertically on a suit­ 
able standard. 
The oil reservoir had 
attached to it u scale, facing the burner 
and showing the hours, beginning at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, at which time 
the lamp was to be lighted in winter, 
and eliding at 7 o’clock iu the morning. 
The lamp Ixdng lightid, the gradually 
descending level of the oil, as combus­ 
tion proceeded, marked the hours. 
The other device, of later origin, dat 
ing back to the beginning of the pres­ 
ent century, utilize<i the same principle. 
It consisted of two communicating oil 
chambers, superposed by a clock dial. 
In one of the chambers was placed a 
night lamp to illuminate this dial, and 
in the other wa s suspended a float 
from a cord which pass**d around u 
small pulley. 
The latter was mounted 
on a horizontal axis ending in the cen­ 
ter of the dial. 
The float of course de­ 
scended as the oil was consumed and 
carried tbe index hand along with it, 
thus making the hours precisely as iu 
the case already cited. 
At their best 
these timepieces could have had only 
xn Indifferent degree of accuracy, yet 
they 
probably 
served 
their purpose 
well and certainly are interesting at 
the present time as illustrating some 
of the expedients adopted by mechani­ 
cians of an earlier period—Caasler’s 
Magazine. 


P o w e r o f N ia g a r a . 
What makes Niagara fa lls’ power 
invisible is the fa ct that Lake Superior, 
Luke Michigan, Lake Huron and I^ike 
Erie, with a combintd area of 90,000 
square miles, representing the reser­ 
voirs of some 250,000 square miles of 
watershed, are situated 600 feet above 
the sen level. The great volume of wa ­ 
ter falling over tbe va st territory flows 
on its natural course to the Atlantic 
ocean with but a slight descent until 
it is brought into the narrow Niagara 
river, when, in the rapids just above 
the falls, it declines fifty-five feet and 
then, with a single plunge, drops Into 
the abyss 165 feet below. Eminent en­ 
gineers Lave computed that 275,000 cu­ 
bic feet of water pass over the falls 
every second, representing in theoret­ 
ical energy over 6,000,000 horsepower.
